Less Than A Bi l l i on Let t 


The British governm ent W ednesday w ithdrew 
150 million dollars of its American loan, leaving 
only 850 million dollars balance. 
Last m onth ths 
British w ithdrew 700 million dollars to finance pur­ 
chases in the U nited States. 


When the loan originally w as negotiated in the 
sum m er of 1945 it w as intended to finance British 
purchases for a 3-y ear period but approxim ately 
three-fourths of it was used in the first y ear. 
In term s of international trade the facts are 
spt to leave the re ad er cold. 
T he first and most 
simple reflection they furnish is that here is a re ­ 
mote m easuring stick of the race betw een wages, 
salaries and prices w hich has been in progress in 
the United States since the removal of controls. 
The British did not increase the aggregate of their 
purchases, they simply paid more. 
In an indi­ 
vidual sense Mr. and Mrs. Joh n Q. Am erican has 
been doing the sam e thing over the sam e period 
of time. 
T here m ay be isolated instances w here a 
man and his wife have been acquiring some con­ 
veniences and luxuries but in the m ajority of cases 
th ey ’ve been pegging along as best they could, 
pay ing m ore for their necessities, their daily needs 
than they did prior to the destruction of controls. 
T heir rising living costs are not explained by 
lavish expenditures for comforts newly acquired.

kind. Perhaps common sense suggests that this Is a 
badly blown-up, ov er-done pop-gun and paper-wad 
battle In tem peratures that hav e ranged around 100 
degrees. 
This w riter, president of the N ebraska State 
H istorical society , had hoped th e Bry an statue 
w ould be placed w ith the society in conjunction 
w ith its new building; he 
was not consulted; there

T he legislature understood; otherw ise th ere w ould

for its action. 
T h e de­ 
cision w as m ade by th e m em bers of th e com­ 
mission and by G overnor Griswold w ith th e aid of 
the capitol custodian, William Y ounkin, now dead, 
w ho actually prepared the plans for the setting. Mr. 
M orehead and Mr. Allen are dead, but G overnor 
Griswold is alive, and if there is any curiosity about 
the facts a simple 2 -paragraph letter to G overnor 
Griswold w ould h ave brought them out fully and 1 
accurately ? 
Mrs. T. S. Allen liv es In Lincoln. We hope that 
In her pride of her brother she Is not a sensitiv e 
person. This thing which has dev eloped is a little 
distressing; a little more disgusting. Nobody has a 
monopoly In his lov e for the capítol. No group of 
architects, no single indiv idual can claim any su ­ 
perior Interest In it. It belongs to the people of 
Nebraska, who paid for it, and it was their legis­ 
lature that approv ed w hat has been done. 
Mr. 
Goodhue, if the truth has to he known, did not 
want the Lincoln M emorial at the w est entrance, 
lie wanted his building suprem e w ithout statues 
around It. 
The people like that Lincoln M emorial. 
If the people like the Bry an M emorial w here it is 
proposed It shall be placed, probably that’s w here 
It w ill be. 
If they don't like It there, probably it 
w ill be changed. 
It’s their capitol.
